revolutionary powers, given to the 
Board of Agriculture; were an en- 
couraging sign that at last we were 
waking up to the fact that agricul- 
ture is the first-industry of. every suc- 
cessful and self-suffiicing community. 
The Act enabled land improperly used 
to be seized, to turn out tenants who 
refused to make the best of their 
holdings, to once more bring under 
the plough the many millions of acres 
of fertile soil which a 60 years’ policy | 
of “laissez faire” had allowed to go} 
down to grass, to ensure to our land 
workers a minimum wage of 30s. 
weekly, with overtime for all hours 
over 48 in winter and 54 in summer, 
under a guaranteed price to the far- 
mers for wheat and other cereals, 
bringing in its wake a feeling of na- 
tional security. .

LOCAL OPTION DISPUTE. 


INTERESTING APPEAL TO YHE 
PRIVY COUNCIL. 

In an appeal from the High Court 
of Australia, an interesting licensing 
pa is to be decided by the Judicia 
Committee of the Privy Council, who 
have granted & titioner special 
leave to appeal. The electors of a 
local option district had, on a poll 
being taken, decided that the number 
of licences in the district should not 
be reduced, but the licensing magis- 


trates had declined to renew peti-! 


tioner’s licence as not being necessary 
for the accommodation of the public. 
—The High Court of- Australia, re- 
versing the decision of 2 courts below, 
held that the resolution of the elec- 
tors did not- operate to prevent the 
licensing Lench from using their dis- 
eretion.—The Privy Council held that 
there was an important and interest- 
ing point to decide, and this will be 
argued in due course.

HOW THEY BOMBED ZEPP SHEDS. 


When the King visited the Grand 
Fleet this week his Majesty paid a 
visit to a mystery ship. ‘This vessel 
is a great puzzle to the foe, and refer-

But hot sunshine is not 
the only thing responsible for the sour- 
ing of soft food, It too often happens 
that more food is prepared than can 
be consumed during the’ day, with the 
result that a surplus is left to become 
stale and, consequently, dangerous for 
use. Soft food should be carefully pre- 
pared as to quantity, should be~kept in 
& cool place between times of feeding, 
and ao ba seryed im saranesiien ikay

The Late Broodies. 

Many birds of the heavier order will 
be inclined to Droodiness just now, and 
the question arises as to what should 
be done with such birds, Owing to war- 
timo conditions it is too late in the 
season to incubate eggs and rear 
chickens.

TAXING RACE-HORSES. 


A PROPOSAL BEFORE THE LUXURY 
TAX COMMITTEE. 

Is the keeping of race-horses a luxury? 
One is inelined to ask the question be- 
cause it is reported that the Luxury Tax 
Committee have had the suggestion 
brought before them that racé-horses 
should be taxed. Naturally there is oppo- 
sition to this and evidence is still to be 
taken by the Committee. Already it is un- 
derstood that Lord Jersey and Lord Pen- 
rhyn, 2 of thes stewards of the Jockey 
Club, have been consulted, and Col. Hall 
Walker, who presented his breeding-stud 
to the nation, Mr. Somerville Tattersall, 
the world-famous equing auctioneer, and 
Mr. H. Cholmondeley, controller of the 
important Sledmere Stud, are to give evi- 
dence. 

One can see in this proposal the hand 
of the anti-sporting fraternity. They do 
not stop at injuring a great indusiry in 
their efforts to carry on their fight against 
racing. Wiser counsels will, it is hoped, 
prevail. Nothing haa yet been decided on 
the point, but on Tuesday the Luxury Tax 
Committee will meet to consider the 
chairman’s report. If it is decided tliat 
the taxing of race-horses is essential, 
owners will, I am sure, accept th® situa- 
tion loyally; though, at the same time, 
the fairness of the tax will be questioned. 

An industry not a Luxury. 

The ownership of thoroughbreds is an 
important industry and in no way a 
luxury, though, of course, a good deal of 
recreation is to be derived from owner- 
ship. But there is no valid reason for the 
taxing of recreations. Racegoers already 
contribute to the revenue in the shape of 

, the -amusement tax, and race-horses 
which provide that amusement or recrea- 


tion shouid no more be taxed than shotild”

But by no 
stretch of the imagination can it be said 
that such races are to be run in the in- 
terests of the owners of moderate class 
horses, But a glance through the list of 
owners of horses engaged is. quite suffi- 
cient to prove my arguments. No New- 
market racing can be made to appeal 
to the owner of modest aims. What is-re- 
quired is the reinstitution of a few 
second-class meetings—‘‘A.P.,” Lewes, 
Gatwick or Nottingham, and so forth. 

Racing at Newmarket is admirable from 
the point of view of the patrician qwner 
and breeder. If serves its purpose of keep- 
ing a certain portion of the breeding in- 
dustry alive. But English thoroughbred 
breeding is not founded on the produce of 
100gs. or upward sires. Utility horses, 
those, that are most useful for military 
purposes, are not the produce of high- 
priced sires. We haye to depend upon thé 
little breeder for them. It is this impor- 
tant part of the industry that is being 
killed, and yet the racing authorities can- 
not*see it, or, if recognising it, fail to 
impress their views on the officialdom:of 
Government.
